As I watched 
the speed with

fast as the one-furrow, horse- 
drawn plow, my thoughts turn­ 
ed to pioneer 
day?, or in 
fact 
t ie days not so long ago when 
new ground was being broken, 
and how the work 
proceeded 
Very slowly, 
W ien the new giound was first 
broken, it was fii 
t with stun ps 
and 
roots, 
and 
in 
many 
in­ 
stances 
t i 
plow 
could 
not 
reach w ithin IO feet of tho big 
stumps. This meant a great deal 
of waste land. 
As the plow, equippcc 
cutter extending from t 
to near the point of ti 
tore through the new ground it 
encountered innumerable 
roots, 
which were cut or broken, and 
frequently 
atter 
being 
broken 
the root would fly back and belt 
tin* plowman on I ie sh in s until 
he yelled in agony. 
Then 
each 
year 
the 
plow 
would come closer and closer to 
the stumps as the roots decayed 
and were torn off, and 
finally 
the stumps would deray to 
a 
point where they could be burn­ 
ed out. 
Later on the use of dynamite 
made short work of the stumps, 
but left huge holes 
where 
the 
stumps had stood that must be 
filled in. 
However at the present time 
there are few acres of stumpy 
ground in Fayette County, 
al­ 
though 
occasionally 
a 
small 
tract of woods is cleared off and 
the plow started, just as it was 
when the 
first clearings 
were 
made in the huge forests 
that 
covered this area in the days of 
the pioneers, and the plowman 
goes through the toil of cultivat­ 
ing the stump ground until tile 
Stumps can be removed. 
Farming 
today 
is decidedly 
different from the pioneer days 
when every hill of corn had to be 
dropped by hand, and when one 
looks back, I guess we must ad­ 
mit that there has bern just as 
much progress on the farm as in 
city!

It mutt ba ev ident to any one 
who goes around his fellow crea­ 
tures that nobody knows the causa 
and cure of baldness. Sit in the 
back row of a mov ie theater, notice 
the reflection of the light on the 
bald domes and mark the neat 
tonsures below the line where the 
hair stops, lf there were a good 
treatment, y ou would not see 
them. 
The bast bet is that baldness is 
hereditary . The hair is ex tremely 
sensitiv e to hereditary influences. 
Identical twins hav e hair that 
swirls, one in one direction and the 
other in the opposite. Naturally 
curly hair curls with remarkable 
similarity to that of the father or 
mother of the possessor. The num­ 
ber of wav es and the position of 
the wav es is ex actly the same. 
The hereditary nature of hair 
growth is shown in all of the 
lower animals. 
Dogs of one species hav e, gen­ 
eration after generation, the same 
hair color and distribution. So it 
is v ery likely that baldness is 
hereditary . This is no comfort to 
any body who has it. howev er, be­ 
cause by the time he begins to get 
bald, there is nothing he can do 
about his father or grandfather. 
No Help for Baldness 
The hair roots are little cellular 
structures and in a person who is 
doomed to get bald, they begin to 
atrophy at about th# age of 28. 
Nobody who goes through the ex ­ 
perience of hav ing his hair come 
out in wads can ev er believ e that 
people begin to get bald at the age 


. an be adv ocated, but it will be in 
v ain. Philosophy and resignation 
are the only treatments that are 
worthwhile. 
I am referring now to a com­ 
mon form of baldness. There is a 
condition called alopecia arreata,

It may 
affect indiv iduals at any age and 
can be successfully treated. 
The care of healthy hair is not 
a matter of v ery much moment. 
Those who giv e a great deal of 
time and thought to their hair 
probably ov ertreat it, rather than 
undertreat it. The simplest forms 
of soap and warm water are the 
best for washing the hair, and 
thorough washing should not be 
done more than once a week. 
Wetting Hair Harmless 
Adv ice against wetting the hair 
daily is quackery . I know a dozen 
people—one of them being my self 
- who hav e immersed their hair 
in water two or three times a day 
for many y ears and who still hav e 
a good, heav y crop of hair. 
Dandruff is a form of seborrheic 
dermatitis. For cleansing— ben­ 
zine, followed by sweet oil or oliv e 
oil. Soap and water are to be 
av oided ex cept once a week when 
on Saturday night an ointment 
containing salicy lic acid, I part, 
ammoniated mercury , 2 parts and 
ointment, 30 parts, is rubbed in, 
left all night and worked out with 
warm water and green soap the 
following morning.
